The opening exercises consisted of
scripture reading and prayer by Dr. Btev-
enson, and singing led by Professor
Young. The roll call showed all but two
teachers present, who, by the way, were
sick, and Dr. Stevenson expressed Lis
pleasure at again meeting the teachersin
the institute, and hoped they would all
derive profit from the meeting.

The first exercise of the institute con-
sisted of a ten minute's talk by Prof. H.
S. McMichael, principal of the Emerson
school, on the subject of “How much the
teacher should belp the pupil in the every
flay work of the school” He com-
butted the idea so freqnently ad-
vauced that helping a pupil tends
to weaken the pupil’s power of helping
himself. There is scarcely any limis to
the help which the teacher may afford the
papil. The great majority of pupils will
fail to accomplish auything without the
constant oversight and timely aid of the
teacher, There are many difficulties in
every subject whica the pupil’s tnnided
powers nre not nble to master. FEconomy
of time requires that the pupil's efforts
should be reinforced by suggestions [rom
the teacher. Other things being equal,
that school in which the teacher does a
maximum of work is the school that will
do the greatest amount of work for itself,
for the greatest incentive to industry on
the part of the pupil is industry oo the
part of the teacher,

The ideas ndvanced by the speaker were
discussed by 8 number of the other mem-
bers. Dr. Stevenson supplemented the
discussion by some very vuluable remarks
in which bhe especially emphasized the
importance of training the pupils to
earnest, persistent efforts in their own
behalf,

Miss Dickinson, of the Carleton school,
read a paper on *“The teacher outside of
the school room.” The paper abounded

in practical suggestions to teachers con- |
cerning their duties to themseives as (n- |

dividuals and members of society. The
true teacher will devote much of
ber time to improvement along
Lhe line of her work; but
shie will pot neglect to mingle in society,
as only in this way can she gain that
knowledge of human nature which Is val-
uable to ber as an individual and necessary
to her as a teacher. Exercise for the body,
good Htersture for the mind and a chieer-
ful dispesition at all times were recom-
mended as the teacher's surest alds to suc-
cess, Dr. Stevenson enforced the teach-
ings of the paper by a number of apt tllus-
trations,

After n short recess the remninder of the
time was devoted to the consideration of
various questions arising in the daily work
of the school, Prof. Young made some
explanstions with reference to the subject
of music. After n soug the general meet-
ing adjourned and short meetings of the
various grades were held.
